Mr. Farley then most e n t e r - j 
fumingly summarized the wild life of 
the place, as he had recorded it. This 
included some 19 species of mammals, 
a variety of tile smaller insectivorous 
birds, a large number of the introduc­ 
ed ringneck pheasants, numerous birds 
of prey, and an unusual number of 
water birds. There was in addition a 
varied reptile, bsh and batrachian life. 
Mr. Logan, proprietor -of “Sarobia,” 
then welcomed the guests and enter- 
t liningly presented the viewpoint of 
the informal colony which makes up 
“Sarobia.” 
This 
viewpoint 
includes 
above all a conception of tile brother­ 
hood of man, and an abiding sense of 
tile unity of all life on this planet, 
and of the love, understanding, and 
protection which man owes to all the 
so-called lesser creatures. 
The (Afternoon was concluded with a 
walk through the lovely formal gar­ 
dens of “Sarobia.” and along the lo w ­ 
er meadows and river bank, including 
a visit to two “Penn trees,” a huge old 
tulip-treet and a giant white oak. 
The one "Penn” tree, tile tulip tree, 
is the second largest of its kind on 
retold, having a circumference of 17 
feet. 
Iii the oak woods at the rear 
of the estate an unusual variety of 
fungi was found. 
Dominant trees along the river-front 
at ‘Sarobia” are ash, catalpa, syca­ 
more, willow, elm, and tulip trees; 
with spice hush as the dominant form 
of undergrowth. 
Among tilt adult trees on the estate 
are two kinds of pine, the white and 
the Jersey pine. The are live species 
of maples 
sugar, silver leaf, syca­ 
more leaf, Norway and swamp maple. 
Mr. Farley also called attention of 
the party to the general animal-life 
balance as found ut “Sarobia,” with 
l l wild mammals, awd five domestic. 
Snakes included six species, turtles 
live, and toads and frogs seven. There 
are also seen here the great and little 
blue heron, green heron, night heron 
and bittern. Mr. Farley also has noted 
that snails which are numerous there 
eat portions of discarded bird eggs, 
using this means of securing the need­ 
ed lime as said lime is lacking in the 
m id soil. There are also an unusually 
large number of dragon flies on the 
property,
